Figures Drop | 


OTTAWA, March 26 (P).—Trade 
unionism in Canada hit a peak in 
1944 with 724,188 members and de- 
clined to 711,117 in 1045, the last 
year for which figures are available, 
leased by Arthur MacNamara, dep- 
uty labor minister 

Greatent decline in union member- 
ship was reflected in the largest 
unionized group—the metals indus- 
try—which showed a membership 
drop of 234 per cent from 103,336 
to 147,000. 

Best percentage increase was in 
the printing and publishing indus- 
try, where union rolls grew to 14,- 
234 from 12,212 

The report showed that Montreal 
with 230 union branches reporting, 
had 94,291 union members. Toronto 
was far behind with 60,612 and Ot- 
tawa had the fewest of 12 
surveyed, with 265 
members
